Should be, I say. Imagine the howl about “in- 
vasion of personal liberty” that would arise to 
the skies if anything of the sort were attempted, 
except, say, during a time when a given district 
was swept by a plague of yellow fever or of small- 
pox. These good, kindly, industrious people who 
would fiercely resent an official inspection of 
their tenement hallways and dark closets, of their 
backyards where they have any,,and of their 
garbage arrangements, do not protest against the 
worse invasion of their personal liberty by the 
owners of huge industrial plants which flood them 
with noisome odors on every passing breeze. We 
are creatures of habit—village habits—and need to 
be jarred out of our comfortable complacency to 
the acceptance of higher standards of community 
life, before we shall be able to invite comparison 
with our cousins in the big cities of Northern 
Europe.

It is true, secondarily, because our cities do not 
employ nearly enough men nor capital to perform 
these community functions efficiently. 

Our cities do not employ enough men and capi- 
tal because they have not sufficient revenue to 
meet the cost. 

They do not have sufficient revenue for these 
vitally necessary services, because all our cities’ 
revenue, with scant exceptions, is derived wholly 
from direct taxation upon citizens. 3 

The cities of Germany and Great Britain are 
able to excel us in these decencies of community 
life, because they own and operate, a majority 
of them, all or nearly all of those revenue-pro- 
ducing public utilities which in our cities are 
privately owned. German and British cities, own- 
ing and operating these utilities—street railways, 
gas and electricity, slaughter houses and markets 
and baths and numerous other institutions—are 
able to, and do, render good service at lower 
rates than we pay on this side, and derive from 
each such utility a surplus revenue which supple- 
ments the revenue from direct taxation—some- 
times permits it to be largely reduced—in supply- 
ing those public services which produce little or 
no revenue. 

Cleanliness costs money. If we are to make 
and keep our cities clean, we must either submit 
to heavily increased direct taxation for that pur- 
pose, or we must reorganize our city governments 
on a business instead of a political basis, and 
take over and operate, for the community account, 
those public utilities which produce a surplus 
revenue. 


St. Louis, now drafting a new city charter, 
should certainly provide in that instrument for 
the taking over by the city, by bonds issued 
against the properties and guaranteed by the city, 
of every one of the revenue-producing public util- 
ities operating here, It may be the time has not 
yet come when a majority of the citizens of St.

11 6 Can this attitude to the cardinal 
principles of the Industrial Workers 
of the World, commonly called the I. 

„W., as expressed in the preamble of their con- 
credited leaders. In a speech at Cooper Union in 
January, 1912, William D. Haywood said: 

Can you wonder that I despise the law. 

„ understand the class struggle. I am not 
a law abiding citizen. More than that, I do not 
believe you here ought to be law abiding citi- 
zens,’ 

“A year later Joseph J. Ettor, one of the rec- 
ognized Italian leaders of the I. W. W. at a mass 


meeting of striking waiters right here in New 


York City in January, 1913, said: 

I you have to go back under unsatisfactory 
conditions do it with your minds made up that it 
is the unsafest thing in the world for capitalists 
to eat food prepared by members of your union.’ 

This incitement to murder was so startling 
that the reporters asked Ettor for a further ex- 
planation of his words and he replied, ‘They cer- 
tainly speak for themselves.’ 

It cannot be too plainly stated that iucite- 


ment to murder is one of the fixed policies of the 
I. W. W. It is preached everywhere, and even in 
an article in the New York Independent of Jan. 
18, 1913, Andre Tridon, one of the most ardent 
supporters of the Industrial Workers of the World, 
wrote: ‘The Industrial Workers of the World do 
not recognize the employer’s right to live any 
more than a physician recognizes the fright of 
typhoid bacilli to thrive at the expense of a pa- 
tient, the patient merely keeping alive.’ 

“It goes without saying that the I. W. W. open- 
ly advocates violence, not only against the em- 
ployers of labor, but against the workers them- 
selves. One of the leaders quoted above, speaking 
to a large body of Italian strikers during the trou- 
bles in Lawrence, said: ‘Go out and make the 
gunshops busy; I am going to buy a gun myself.’ 
The advice to buy revolvers and go about armed 
with knives and other weapons was a common oc- 
currence during the Lawrence strike, and has been 
repeated since at every strike conducted by this 
criminal organization. In the silk workers’ strike 
at Paterson, N. J., violence has been advocated at 
nearly every meeting, and it is a common thing 
for the strikers to be told, ‘Go out on the picket 
line; keep them out of the mills at all costs; no 
matter how you do it, keep them out of the mills.’ 
It is a well-known fact that after listening to such 
advice bloodshed and violence by the strikers 
surely followed the close of each of these meet-

“The reason I belong to the I. W. W. is 
because I believe in industrial unionism as 
against the craft unionism of the A. F. of 
L. Industrial unionism is the only means 
by which workers can cver hope to get their 
fair share of the prodi . of kneir labor. I 
know it in my own heart. ) 

I believe that in every industry all the 
workerg, should stick together and present 
a solid front in any dispute with the em- 
ployer. I believe in our industry that the 
weaver and the dyer and the coal passer 
should all stand or fall together. I believe 
that if conditions warrant a strike of any 
one craft in the industry that all the other 
crafts should join to protect what is a com- 
mon interest. It is the only way by which 
big strikes can ever be won in this coun- 
try. 

Now, industrial, unionism is the cardinal, 
fundamental principle of the Industrial 
Workers of the World, and I am for it and 
against the craft unionism of the American 
Federation of Labor, which splits up and 
weakens the forces of labor. What could 
we do in the silk mills if a strike of weavers 
were called and the winders and blockers 
and spoolers and warpers and firemen and 
coal passers remained at work? Other weav- 
ers could be got, and the strike could be 
broken.”

“Let me read to you from an address delivered 
by one of the leaders of the Industrial Workers of 
the World recently on the subject of ‘Technical 
Instruction as Revolution’s Handmaid.’ Just lis- 
ten to this: 

Let me give you a lesson in how to practice 
sabotage in the electrical industry. The electrical 
industry is one of our most important industries, 
as an interruption in the current means a lack of 
light and power and factories. It also means a re- 
duction in the means of transportation and a stop- 
page of telegraph and telephone systems. How 
can the power be cut off? By stopping the coal 
cars on their way to the electric plant. Then it is 
child’s play to put out of work the elevators and 
their automatic devices which carry coal to the fire 
rooms. To put boilers out of commission use ex- 
plosives or silicates or just plain glass bottles which 
when thrown on the glowing coals hinder com 
bustion and clog up the smoke exhausts. A hand- 
ful of emery will be the end of oil cups. Under- 
ground cables can be destror ed by fire, water, 
pliers or explosives.’

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WHY THE BALKAN ALLIES FOUGHT.

Pasmezoglu, Greek Oonsul. 
Bulgaria during the last two months proved 


once more not only that she is not entitled: to 
hold the territory conquerer by the combined 
efforts of the allies, Greece, Servia and Montene 
gro, but that she is not even worthy to be num- 
bered among the civilized nations and her name 
should be stricken from the list of the civilized 
nations that signed the Hague Treaty. 

She fought Turkey as a liberator conquering 
territory which from time immemortal has been 
pure Greek and which up to the present day is 
occupied by a pure Greek population, where the 
Greek language only is spoken and where too, 
people for 500 years have suffered the oppres- 
sion of the Turkish yoke and in a wonderful 
manner, under the most trying conditions, pre 
served their nationality and religion with one 
hope that some day they will be united with 
motherland Greece. 

Bulgaria is a Tartaric race which infested the 
plains of the Danube from the River Volga about 
the fifth century, being no more than hordes of 
brigands in continuous wars with the Byzantine 
Emperors; Bulgaria which has been converted 
to Christianity by two Greek Monks of Salonica; 
Bulgaria which has “been protected and looked 
after by the Patriarchate of Constantinople and 
the Greek Church while under the Turkish op- 
pression had at last in 1878 by the Russo-Turkish 
War become independent, and in gratitude start- 
ed a bitter war against everything that was 
Hellenic. 

In 1885, seizing autonomous Hastern Rumelia, 
Bulgaria converted and appropriated the Greek 
churches, schools, monasteries, hogpitals and 
the property of the Greek communities, forcing 
upon the Hellenic population the Bulgarian na- 
tionality. 

During the last 25 years Bulgaria organized 
bands in Sophia and threw them into Macedonia 
so that by murder and conflagration and terroriz- 
ing the Greek population she would succeed in 
establishing rights in Macedonia, where she 
never had any. 

After the successful war against Turkey this 
same Bulgaria occupied the pure Greek towns, 
Gevgeli, Negrita, Pangaion Sera, Cacala, Doiarni, 
Necrotion, Melenikon, Drama, Xenthi, Goument- 
tsa Dedeagats and before the final distribution 
between the allies commenced to apply the same 
measures of tyrannical oppression which char- 
acterized her when she seized Eastern Rumelia. 
In the fall of 1912, after the massacres of 
Cotsana and Verina by the Turks in Macedonia, 
Greece was invited by Bulgaria, with whom she 
had defensive alliance, to participate with Ser- 
via in a war against Turkey, the purpose of 
which was reforms in Macedonia, She was given 
three days in which to decide and mobilize. 
Greece was placed in a difficult position. She 
knew ‘the insincerity and arrogance of Bulgaria, 
but she could not remain indifferent in a war 
which was for the welfare of the Greeks and 
Christians under the Turkish oppression. She 
joined hands with Bulgaria and Servia and 
when she found after the first victories that it 
was no longer a question of reforms in Mace 
donia but that they were facing a division of 
European Turkey she at once started negotia- 
tions. with Bulgaria, specifying her national 
rights and requesting that as it might be difficult 
to arrive at a direct understanding between 
them, if such friendly measures should fail, they 
submit the matter to arbitration. War came to 
a close and it was impossible for Greece to ob- 
tain a definite reply from Bulgaria, but instead, 
the Greek and Servian troops were continuously 
attacked by the Bulgarian troops. 

A neutral line was established, after a berim- 
mage, only to be violated by the Bulgarians who 
occupied half of Mount Pangion. Greece, to 
avoid any further bloodshed, signed the Proctocol

A Big Brother Program. 


Philadelphia Record: Among the various 
plans to establish monitorships of the United 
States over the weaker nationalities of Central 
America and the West Indies the proposal of 
Secretary Bryan with relatio caragua com- 
mends itself for its relative inoffensiveness It 
has the further merit of having been tested by 
experience; for the plan involves nothing more 
than an extension to Nicaragua of the provisions 
ombodied in the Cuban Constitution at the re- 
quest of the United States Senate and commonly 
known as the Platt amendment.

The invita- 
tion of the present holders of power in Nicaragua 
is the result of a shrewd appreciation, doubtless, 
that their tenure of power may be extended 
rather than abbreviated by American supervision, 
which indicates that they are more modern or 
far seeing than their predecessors and neighbors.

PETERHOF, Russia,, Juy 2%6.—The Russian imperial 
family has gone into residence for the summer at 


their beautiful villa here, a ride of a few hours from 
St. Petersburg, and has been followed by the court 
and many families of the aristocracy. | 

Czar Nicholas does not occupy the gorgeous sum 
mer palace at Peterhof which was begun in the 
geventeenth century by Peter the Great, but lives 
in a modest little house nearby which resem bles 
the esta tes of a well-to-do English country gentie- 
man. A big hedge inclosing it insures privacy, and, 
as there is no room for it, the Czar and Czarina 
‘are not bothered by the perpetual presence of 8 
large retinue of servants and functionaries who 
are housed in separate villas in the midst of ¢x- 
tensive forest lands. Some of them are quartered 
in the summer palace. 

Court festivities go on in summer 4&6 much as 
in the winter in St. Petersburg, but in Peterhof 
they are always held in the summer palace, and the 
Csar and Czarina, in their private villa, are far 
from the noise and confusion of the preparations. 

They pass an ideal life in their comfortable little 
home and are constantly with their children out of 
Geors, the Czar usually romping on the lawn with 
the emall Grand Duchesses, while their brother, the 
poor little lame Czarewitch, is carefully piloted 
through the woods on the back of his faithful Cos- 
sack soldier-nurse and sometimes on his father’s 
back. 

The members of the fashionable court circle take 
villas at Peterhof for the summer, as a matter ef 
course, when the imperial family goes there, and 
the whole place is wonderfully gay and animated. 


OZABR ASHAMED OF HIS LOW STATURE. 

There are several military reviews during the 
summer and the Czar makes a point of going among 
his officers much more informally than when in St. 
Petersburg. It is seldom, however, that the camera 
catches him when on foot among them, because 
he is much shorter in stature than any efficer in his 
army and he does not relish seeing the compari- 
gon advertised in a photograph. 

The big summer palace was modeled after Louis 
XIV’S gorgeous monument of extravagance at Ver 
sailles, but Peter the Great's thrift made him leave 
it half unfinished. Each of his successors has added 
to it or altered something until it has ceased to 
have any distinct character as a building. 

But the gardens, also modeled after those at Ver- 
gailles, are exceedingly beautiful. They cover more 
than five square miles and join the grounds of the 
Czar’s domains at Tsarskoe Selo and Paviosk, where 
he spends the early spring days.

The Queen has not been seen in public since 
the latest Balkan developments, which shattered 
all her ideals of peaceful progress.

=|MVSTERY IN DEATH 
OF TWO MEN AT 
LODGE INITIATION 


Electrical Shock Was Not the 
Cause of Birmingham Tragedy, 
Experts Say. 


is 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., July 2.—The 
Coroner will continue his investigation 
in the case of Donald A. Kennedy and 
Christopher Gustin, who died when un- 
der initiation into the Loyal Order of 
Moose Thursday. The Coroner has re- 
ported that the cause of death is un- 
known, but he will hold an inquest. Five 
physicians who held a post-mortem ex- 
amination declared Kennedy and Gus- 
tin were suffering from no —— 
trouble. 

City Blectrician Abernathy, who ex- 
amined the magneto that was used to 
produce the shock, reported that a nor- 
mal man could hold ‘the magneto for 


report, coupled with the opinion of five 
of the most reputable physicians in the 
city, led to the theory that deaths of the 
men were caused by mental suggestion 
or by a psychological condition. 

Twenty-eight other candidates were 
initiated at the same time as Kennedy 
and Gustin without experiencing any ill 
effects. The particular test to which 
the men were being subjected is known 
as the branding iron. 

The candidates are told that they 
must be branded on the chest with the 
emblem of the order of Moose. For this 
candidates are placed on a tilting board, 
and while they are being placed on the 
board, one member of the degree team 
places a band of metal around his 
ankle connected to a small magneto. 
The candidate is not blindfolded and 
can see all the prepara tions being made 
to brand him. 

First a branding fron ts heated from 
a blow torch, and when it is redhot, the 
person holding the torch advances on 
the candidate as if to brand him with it, 
but -instead another fellow whom the 
Candidate does not see, stamps him with 
a rubber stamp on the chest, and at the 
same time another places a piece of 
metal on the candidates bare shoulder, 
which completes the circuit with the 
magneto, and the candidate is given a 
light shock which is supposed to give 
him the impression that he has been 
branded by the redhot iron. 

Kennedy was the first man to show 
signs of illness after receiving the 
initiation. He left the tilting board ex- 
tremely pale and three members of the

Noble and Palatine Guards Could 
Go to Dinners Outside the 
Vatican Set. 


SWISS FIRMLY TIED DOWN 


They Finally Decided to De- 
mand the Right to at Least 
Seek Solace in Cafes. 


ROME, July %2%.—The revolt of the 
Swiss guards at the Vatican has a good 
deal of sympathy among those Romans 
who know the inside facts of the case. 

Since the present Pope assumed the 
triple crown, the so-called Black Court“ 
Society has almost ceased to exist. This 
was made up of the members of the 
Roman aristocracy, who were political 
supporters of the Pope’s right to rule in 
Rome and who refused to acknowledge 
the sovereignty of the King of Italy. 
The women never visited the Vatican 
except when attired in mourning garb. 

But during the time of the last Pope 
the funereal color of their costumes did 
not deter the regular rounds of gayety, 
and Leo XIII rather encouraged balls 
and dinners on a splendid scale by the 
“Black Court.” He refused absolutely 
to sanction the mingling of the Blacks“ 
with the “Whites,” as the court of the 
King is called. 

The line thus drawn was, however, 80 
artificial and perfunctory that countless 
violations took place, although in a 
quiet way, so as not to excite an open 
declaration of disobedience from the 
Pope. 

The Vatican families and the mon- 
archial famflies, all of them Catholic, of 
course, were related among themselves 
by numerous intermarriages, and the 
Pontificial decree did not keep them 
from each other’s houses, and from at- 
tending each other’s social entertain- 
ments. 

Amertcan Causes Explosion. 

Leo XIII became exasperated over it, 
and his wrath knew no bounds when he 
discovered that the officers of the Papal 
Guard were frequenting houses of the 
monarchists. 

At last there was an explosion—it came 
when Mrs. Meyer, whose husband was 
then accredited as United States Am- 
bassador to the King of Italy, went to 
tea at the Vatican, her host being an of- 
ficer of the Papal Guard, who should, 
according to Leo XIII, have been the 
sworn enemy of the King and all his 
Ambassadors, including their wives. 

The officer was dismissed. The Black 
Court” and the “White Court“ did not 
openly enjoy each cther’s company after 
that until Leo XIII died. Piux X soon 
let it be known that he did not intend 
to keep up such petty restrictions. Con- 
sequently, for some years, the Roman 
aristocracy has been saying: 

“There is no longer any society of the 
Vatican,“ and the “Black Court” has 
been humorously spoken of as The 
Gray Court.” 

It has been a welcome change for 
the young men stationed around the 
person of the Pope, and for a number 
of seasons past the officers and men 
of the noble guards and the Palatine 
guards have been the most indefa- 
tigable dancers and diners out in the 
city, accepting invitations from mon- 
archial houses with a much freedom 
as if their hosts and hostesses be- 
longed to the entourage of the Pope. 

Guards Not Liberated. 

The only ones upon whom the new 
mantle of liberty did not descend 
were the soldiers of the Swiss guard, 
whom Cardinal Merry del Val has 
endeavored to retain close to their 
ancient Vatican discipline. 

The Pope is guarded by several sets 
of guards, the first in importance 
being the noble guards, recruited only 
from the Roman aristocracy and un- 
der the command of Prince Rospig- 
liosl. It ig made up of 16 officers 
and 48 privates, and its particular 
function is to guard the body of the 
Pope. They formerly attended him on 
all his journeys, riding beside ais 
carriage and escorting him to all 
state functions. 

Since the Vatican court went into 
mourning in 1870 over the downfall of 
the Pope’s temporal power the noble 
guard has not worn its gala uniform 
ot scarlet coats and white breeches, but 
the present uniform is gorgeous enough 
and is resplendant with gold lace 

After them in importance come the 
| Palatine guard, which is recruited from 
the families of more humble origin in 
Rome. There are some four hundred of 
them and their costume is rich and pic- 
iuresque. No drill is demanded of 
| guard; all they have to do is to furnish 

a sentry for the Pope’s antechamber and 
all the military tactics they have to 
know is how to present and order arms. 

Papal Guards Police Vatican. 

The Vatican is policed by the Papal 
gendarmeri, 120 men under one officer, 
who have to guard the staircases, the 
corridors and the gardens. 

All three of these sets of guards are 
largely Roman; they receive good wages, 
and, under Pius X, they have liberty to 
come and go among their Roman friends 
when off duty. 

The Swiss guard, more than 40 years 
the chief military force at the Vatican, 
is made up of men foreign to Rome. 
They have no kindred in the city among 
whom they can while away their leisure 
hours, and their commander, under 
strict orders from Cardinal Merry del 
Val, gives them no privileges to go into 
the Roman cafes or places of amuse- 
ment. 

There are 120 of them, they have all 
the actual work of military duty to do 
outside the Vatican in all kinds of 
weather, their pay is small and their 
life monotonous. They are not even re- 
quired to salute Vatican visitors who 
enter near their sentries, unless it be 
an Ambassador sccredited to the Pope 
or some high dignitary of the church. 

In their barracks at night they ex- 
change confidences with the soldiers of 
the King, across the way, and finally

The water moccasin is as great an 
enemy to young fish as any of the fish- 
eating birds, and ranks above the musk- 
rat in that respect. Deputy Game War- 
den Oscar Taubold, who has been do- 
ing fine work down in the southeast 
part of the State and is aiding in get- 
ting rid of much of the market variety 
of fishermen and hunters, who give 
Game Commissioner Jesse A. Tolerton 
so much trouble, is authority for what 
the snake will do. 

Taubold on a recent occasion hap- 
pened to be watching a narrow runway 
in which screens had been placed to 
prevent fry of game fish from getting 
into shallow water. Above these run- 
ways was a stretch of creek, rock- 
filled and shallow and deep by turns. 
Young fish were in the shallows, In the 
deeps were the larger of the fn. y 
tribe, lying in wait for the thoughtless 
little one that might venture into thc 
pools. From a distance Taubold no- 
ticed what looked like occasional 
streaks in the water. They came from 
one side of a shallow spot. It seemed 
to be something like a stick being 
shoved through the water and with- 
drawn. Taubold investigated. 

“A water moccasin had established 
itself under a little shelf of rock. It 
was sending its head and half its body 
into the waters, swift as lightning, 
gathering in a small fish at almost ev- 
ery thrust and not stopping at any- 
thing like a mess. I presume I saw it 
snap up and swallow a score of fish 
before I satisfied myself. Then I killed 
the snake. 

“Further up I came upon another 
— 


moccasin feeding in the same fashion as 
the first. I tried to chase it and it at- 
tacked me. I had to kill it. I have 
watched the moccasin lying in the bed 
of a ditch dug to drain shallows in 
which fish had been trapped. These 
fish would go out with the water, nat- 
urally, and the snakes would snap thea 
as they came by. Fry size sunfish were 
taken by ordinary-sized snakes, The 
snake is a frog eater as well. Turtles 
are almost as bad as snakes in this 
respect. Class the gar with these two 
and you have perhaps a good reason 
for the dearth of game fish in many 
parts.“

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KIEL FEARS ACTION 


OF COUNCIL WILL 


COST BONDS VOTES 


Mayor Believes South Siders 
Will Protest Against Loss of 
Busch Bridge Connection. 


IS NOW UP TO DELEGATES 


Upper House Reduces Proposed 
Bond Issue From %3,500,- 
000 to $2,750,000. 


+ 


Mayor Klel is displeased at the refusal 
of the City Council to incorporate in the 
bill for the submission of a free bridge 
bond issue an appropriation of $760,000 
for the construction of a southern ap- 
proach to the bridge to connect with the 
tracks of the Iron Mountain and the 
(Busch) Railway compa- 
nies. Provision for the handling of the 
southern. approach was made in the 
measure passed by the House of Dele- 
gates a week ago. 

Following a caucus on the House bill 
Friday night, the Council by unanimous 
vote decided to reduce the amount of 
the proposed bond issue from $8,500,000 
to $2,750,000 and fixe’ the date of the spe- 
cial election as Oct. 15, instead of Nov. 
4. as previously agreed on by the House. 
As a reason, Council leaders declared 


the city could not afford to ulld a 
bridge approach for the special benefit 
of any private interest. There is noth- 
ing, they said, to hinder the Manufac- 
turers’ Railway Co. from carrying out 
its original plans to construct an ap- 
proach at its own expense. 
Will Lose Bond Votes. 

At the Manufacturers“ Railway isn’t 
taken care of on this proposition,” said 
the Mayor, “we will lose a great many 
votes for the bridge bonds in South 
St. Louls. The people down there be- 
lieve, and 1 believe, it is not fair to 
shut out the only competitor of the 
Terminal Railroad Association. As the 
west approach to the bridge now stands, 
it practically back into the yards of 
the Terminal Association. If we are 
going to get relief from the arbitrary, 
the Manufacturers’ road should be given 
an opportunity to get on the bridge.” 

The Mayor was asked whether he re- 
garded the Manufacturers’ Railroad Co. 
as a competitor of the Terminal Railroad 
Association. 

„Ot course it is,” he replied. 

‘Does the Manufacturers’ Railway 
make lower switching charges than the 
Terminal?“ 

J don’t know about that. It is owned 
by an interest independent of the Ter- 
minal Association and that ought to be 
enough to guarantee competition.” 

The reporter mentioned the fact that 
the Manufgcturers’ Railway Co. ordi- 
nances allow that company to charge 
30 cents a ton on all freight hauled 
across the river and that on all through 
shipments originating on or destined 
to its line it receives from the railroads 
an allowance of $4.50 a car, and asked 
the Mayor what bearing those condi- 
tions had on the status of the Manu- 
facturers’ Rallroad. 

Hasn’t Considered That. 

1 haven’t considered any of those 
matters,” replied the Mayor. “My opin- 
ion simply is that if we give all termi- 
nal companies an even 
bridge it would be better for the city’s 
interests and make more votes for the 


bond issue.” 


On Friday, when the Mayor was asked 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter if he had 
recommended the construction of a 
southern approach to the bridge, as pro- 
posed by the House of Delegates, he 
answered that he had given the subject 
no consideration. 

He was then asked if he thought the 
bill for a $38,500,000 bond issue ought to 
pass the Council. He replied that he 
was in no position to answer the ques- 
tion, as he had been very busy and had 
had no time to devote to the bridge 
problem. 

The Mayor had just returned from a 
four days’ trip to Dallas, Tex., where 
his contracting firm is erecting a mam- 
moth office building for the Busch Brew- 
ery interests. 

In 197 the Manufacturers’ Railroad 
Co, received from the Municipal Assem- 
bly a perpetual franchise, which, in 
addition to giving the company the use 
of many streets and alleys in South St. 
Louis, provided that the Manufacturers’ 
Railway should construct a belt line 
at least seven miles long on the east 
side of the river within five years, to 
be operated in connection with inclines 
and a line of ferries across the Missis- 
sippi River. 

Subject te Forfeiture, 

Under the terms of the franchise, the 
Manufacturers’ Railway Co. is subject 
to a fdbfeiture of $25,000 for nonfulfill- 
ment of its contract. It has refused, 
however, to make any payment of dam- 
ages to the city, and City Counselor 
Baird has asked the Mayor if he de- 
sired to institute legal proceedings to 
compel payment. 

City Counselor Baird departed for Eu- 
rope Thursday and the Mayor says no 
action can be taken respecting any of 
the Manufacturers’ Railway Co. fran- 
chises until he returns. 

It is understood at the City Hall 
that the major portion of the Alton 
& Mississippi ordinance was drafted 
by Philip W. Haberman, attorney for 
the company. When it was sub- 
mitted for the first time to the city 
law department, President Kinéey of 
the B. P. I te understood to have 
appended several new paragraphs, in- 
cluding a proposed contract whereby 
the city was to retain supervisory 
powers over the Alton & Mississippi 
belt line, etxending from the Bast 
St. Louis bluffs, Where connection is 
planned to be made with the ap- 
proach constructed by the city, to 
the boundary line of St. Clair and 
Madison Counties.

Mayor Belleves South Siders 
Will Protest Against Loss of 
Busch Bridge Connection. 


IS NOW UP TO DELEGATES 


Bond Issue From 33. 500,“ 
000 to $2,750,000. - 


Mayor Kiel is displeased at the refusal 
of the City Council to incorporate in the 
bill for the submission of a free bridge 
bond issue an appropriation of $750,000 
for the construction of a southern ap- 
proach to the bridge to connect with the 
tracks of the Iron Mountain and the 


‘Manufacturers’ (Busch) Railway compe- 


nies. Provision for the handling of the 
southern. approach was made in the 
measure passed by the House of Dele- 
gates a week ago. 

Following a caucus on the House bill 
Friday night, the Council by unanimou 
vote decided to reduce the afmount of 
the proposed bond issue from $3,500,000 
to $2,750,000 and fixe’ the date of the spe- 
cial election as Oct. 15, instead of Nov. 
4. as previously agreed on by the House. 
As-a reason, Council leaders declared 


the city could not afford to ulld a 
bridge approach for the special benefit 
of any private interest. There is noth- 
ing, they said, to hinder the Manufac- 
turers’ Raflway Co. from carrying out 
its original plans to construct an ap- 
proach at its own expense. 
Will Lose Bond Votes. 

r the Manufacturers“ Railway isn’t 
taken care of on this proposition,“ said 
the Mayor, we will lose a great many 
votes for the bridge bonds in South 
St. Louls. The people down there be- 
lieve, and 1 believe, it is not fair to 
shut out the only competitor of the 
Terminal Railroad Assoclation. As the 
west approach to the bridge now stands, 
it practically back into the yards of 
the Terminal Association. If we are 
going to get relief from the arbitrary, 
the Manufacturers’ road should be given 
an opportunity to get on the bridge.” 

The Mayor was asked whether he re- 
garded the Manufacturers’ Railroad Co. 
as a competitor of the Terminal Railroad 
Association. 

“Of course it is,” he replied. 


“Does the Manufacturers’ Railway 
make lower switching charges than the 
Terminal?“ 


“I don’t know about that. It is owned 
by an interest independent of the Ter- 
minal Association and that ought to be 
enough to guarantee competition.” 

The reporter mentioned the fact that 
the Manufgcturers’ Railway Co. ordi- 
nances allow that company to charge 
30 cents a ton on all freight hauled 
across the river and that on all through 
shipments originating on or destined 
to its line it receives from the railroads 
an allowance of $4.50 a car, and asked 
the Mayor what bearing those condi- 
tions had on the atatus of the Manu- 
facturers’ Rallroad. 

Hasn’t Considered That. 
haven't considered any of those 
matters,” replied the Mayor. My opin- 
ion simply is that if we give all termi- 


nal companies an even break on the 


bridge it would be better for the city’s 
interests and make more votes for the 


Tbond issue.” 


On Friday, when the Mayor was asked 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter if he had 
recommended the construction of a 
southern approach to the bridge, as pro- 
posed by the House of Delegates, he 
answered that he had given the subject 
no consideration. 

He was then asked if he thought the 
bill for a $38,500,000 bond issue ought to 
pass the Council. He replied that he 
was in no position to answer the ques- 
tion, as he had been very busy and had 
had no time to devote to the bridge 
problem. 

The Mayor had just returned from a 
four days’ trip to Dallas, Tex., where 
his contracting firm is erecting a mam- 
moth office building for the Busch Brew- 
ery interests. 

In 197 the Manufacturers’ Railroad 
Co. received from the Municipal Assem- 
bly a perpetual franchise, which, in 
addition to giving the company the use 
of many streets and alleys in South St. 
Louis, provided that the Manufacturers’ 
Railway should construct a belt Une 
at least seven miles long on the east 
side of the river within five years, to 
be operated in connection with inclines 
and a line of ferries across the Missis- 
sippi River. 

Subject te Ferfeiture, 

Under the terms of the franchise, the 
Manufacturers’ Railway Co. is subject 
to a fdbfeiture of $25,000 for nonfulfill- 
ment of its contract. It has refused, 
however, to make any payment of dam- 
ages to the city, and City Counselor 
Baird has asked the Mayor if he de- 
sired to institute legal proceedings to 
compel payment. 

City Counselor Baird departed for Ru- 
rope Thursday and the Mayor says no 
action can be taken respecting any of 
the Manufacturers’ Railway Co. fran- 
chises until he returns. 

It is understood at the City Hall 
that the major portion of the Alton 
& Mississippi ordinance was drafted 
by Philip W. Haberman, attorney for 
the company. When it was sub- 
mitted for the first time to the city 
law department, President Kinéey of 
the B. P. I tg understood to have 
appended several new paragraphs, in- 
cluding a proposed contract whereby 
the city was to retain supervisory 
powers over the Alton & Mississippi 
belt line, etxending from the Bast 
St. Louls bluffs, where connection is 
planned to be made with the ap- 
proach constructed by the city, to 
the boundary line of St. Clair and 
Madison Counties.

He Leaves Letter to Her, Saying, 
“Three Men Ruined by Vou— 
a Good Record.”

KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 2%.—Doug- 


las G. Hertz, a lumber salesman, seli 
styled son of a member of the English 
Parliament, whose bride of two weeks 
disappeared in St. Louis Wednesday, 
shot and probably fatally wounded him- 
self when in the saloon of James W. 


Brock, 320 East Ninth street, at 9:45 
o’clock tonight. His attempt at suicide 
followed his wife’s refusal to see him. 

When he reported the disappearance of 
his wife from the Buckingham Hotel 
in St. Louis this week Hertz said he 
had married her two weeks ago, just 
two months after an automobile acci- 
dent in Kansas, in which a giri he just 
had married there had been killed and 
his skull had been fractured. 

Hertz came to Kansas City this aft- 
ernoon, having learned that Mrs. Hertz 
had come here from St. Louis. Chief 
of Police. Hammil, whom Mrs. Hertz 
had notified of her presence in Kansas 
City, gave Hertz his information. 

Wife Refused to See Him. 

After registering at the Broodmoor 
Hotel, 916 Oak street, Hertz called his 
wife by telephone. She refused to per- 
mit him to come to the home of the 
friend with whom she is staying. 

After writing a letter to his wife, tell- 
ing of his intention to kill himself and 
giving directions about the disposal of 
his body and the notification of rela- 
tives, he called an automobile. As Hertz 
was about to start away from the 
Broodmoor in the machine, he was met 
by a reporter, to whom he made threats 
against his wife. 

“She is reported to have said I did 
not provide for her properly and that 
was why she left me.“ he said. I have 
spent hundreds of dollars on her since 
our marriage. If she said I did not 
treat her right, I'll kill her.“ 


Hertz exhibited a revolver. 

“Why, I have spent hundreds, yes, 
thousands of dollars on my wife, buy- 
ing champagne for her and her friends,“ 
Hertz continued, fingering the weapon. 
“She took my last cent. I gave her 
everything I had.“ 

Shoots Self After Telephoning. 

The newspaper man and two friends 
of Hertz accompanied him to the motor 
car: Hertz directed the driver to go to 
the Brock saloon. There he ordered 
champagne. He wanted to use a tele- 
phone, and was directed to one out of 
view of those with him. He conversed 
in a low tone, and then a revolvef shot 
was heard. 

Hertz was found lying on the floor, 
moaning: She asked me to do it, and 
I have. Oh, I am dying; send her to 
me.“ 

Hertz was sent to the Emergency Hos- 
pital, and then to St. Joseph's Hospital. 
The bullet entered his left chest and 
passed through the body, penetrating 
the upper portion of the lung. 

On the operating table Hertz was con- 
scious. He called continually for his 
wife. 

Later, Mrs. Hertz was found at the 
home of her friend, Mrs. Bessie Sulli- 
van, at 1302 Euclid avenue, and was 
induced to go to see Hertz. After one 
hand clasp at the hospital, Hertz sank 
back and said, Now, I can die happy.“ 

Mrs. Hertz refused to make a state- 
ment. Physicians said the man was 
near death. 

Following is the letter found in his 

pocket, which was in an envelope, ad- 
dressed, “Honey.” 
' “Dearest child: I loved you with all 
my might; loved you as I never loved 
before and never will agin. I told you 
before how I loved; what a sacred 
love it was. I can say no more. I hope 
you find satisfaction in what you have 
done. Three men ruined by you—a good 
record. 


Gives Father’s London Address, 
All I have in the way of relics are 
yours as my wife. I love you. I am 
crazy from the constant worry of two 
nights and days tramping the streets 
looking for you, and the injury to my 
bead hurts awfully.

MONKEY'S DEATHBY 


GERM SHOWS FLY 
CARRIES PARALYSIS 


Symptoms of Infantile Malady 
| Produced Before Physicians: 
by Dr. Saunders. 


ITS ORIGIN WITH CHICKENS 


“Better Have Rattlesnake Than 
a Fly, Says Specialist, as He 
Swats Insect. 


Dr. E. W. Saunders, an eminent spe- 
clalist in children’s diseases, last night 
told 150 members of the St. Louis Medi- 
cal Society, at the society’s hall, 3525 
Pine street, that he had proven infan- 
tile paralysis to be a fly-borne disease, 


originating with chickens and trans- 
mitted to other animals and, he believes, 
to children, in the larvae of flies. 

As a vivid object lesson to prove this 
theory, a monkey, to which infected 
larvae had been fed, died from respira- 
tory paralysis in the phy#tcians’ pres- 
ence, after having exhibited the suffer- 
ings which a child, afflicted in the same 
manner, would undergo. 

At the same time, guinea pigs and 
chickens, stil] living, but disabled by 
the effects of the disease, were dis- 
flayed in their screened cages. When, 
as he was speaking, a fly buzzed into 
the room and lighted near the cages, 
Dr. Saunders stopped hi- discourse and 
led in a swatting movement which soon 
resulted in the fly’s destruction. 

Better have a rattlesnake here than 
a fly!“ he cxclaimed. 

Heating of Food Advised. 

Heating of all food which flies may 
have touched was urged by Dr. Saun- 
ders, as a preventive of infection from 
the larvae. A temperature of 150 de- 
grees, he said, was sufficient to sterilize 
the larvae. 

He declared sandwiches to be “the 
worst kind of food, often swarming 
with larvae,“ and said picnics should 
be put under the supervision of the 
Poard of Health. Children, he said, 
should be taught to hate and fear flies. 

Dr. Saunders gave credit to Dr. Wis- 
dom of De Queen, Ark., who was pres- 
ent, for the working out of the demon- 
stration which, he believes, has con- 
victed the fly of responsibility for one 
of the most dread diseases of child- 
hood. 

A large number of infantile paralysis 
cases have occurred in the region about 
De Queen, which is in one of the bor- 
der counties of Southwest Arkansas, 
near Oklahoma. 

Dr. Wisdom, the speaker said, has 
taken the larvae from the craws. of 
chickens suffering from limber-neck. 
These larvae were sent to Dr. Saunders, 
who used them in experiments here. 

“Infantile paralysis,” said Dr. Saund- 
ers in summing up the results of the 
experiments, is thus shown to be a 
disease of the fowls, transmitted to 
man and animals by the embryonic fly. 
This monkey, which you have just seen 
die from respiratory paralysis, was af- 
fected just as a child might be, if. in- 
fantile paralysis should attack the re- 
spiratory organs. 

Meats Especially Dangerous, 

“Fowls get the poisoneé iarvae by 
snapping at flies which have been in- 
fected from other fowls. 

“If the fly deposits these poisoned 
larvae on food, those who eat the food 
are in danger of contracting the dis- 
ease. The danger is especially great 
in the case of cold meats, cereals and 
fruit, Which are breeding places fo; 
larvae.’’ 

The Medical Society laid the matter 
over for further discussion, and ap- 
pointed a committe to co-operate in 
further experiments. No case of in- 
fantile paralysis has been reported here 
lately.

An explosion which threw flames in 
all directions set fire at 1:30 o’clock 
this morning to the stable of the Big 
Four Transfer Co., 1114-18 North Twelfth 
street. It was here, three weeks ago, 
that the police reported they found 


bales of hay saturated with gasoline, 
when two néighbors complained that 
fumes of the liquid kept them awake. 


A Greek rushed into the Carr Street 
Police Station soon after the fire wan’ 
discovered this morning. He said ne 
saw two men stealing out of the stable 
and called to them to stop. They took 
to their heels just as the stable was 
shaken by an explosion and flames 
burst forth which in a few moments 
enveloped the two-story structure. 

Armon Kraxler, proprietor of the 
place, was not found after the fire 
gained headway, and the police believed 
that if he followed his custom of sleep- 
ing above the stable, the blaze spread 
So swiftly that there would have been 
no time for escape. | 

Many Horses Burned to Death. 

Between 35 and 40 horses were quart- 
ered in the stable and were burned to 
death, as it was impossible to save 
them.

Kansas City Mail Thief Believed 
to Have Fortune Hidden 
Away 


HE SERVED FIVE . YEARS 


Efforts Made to Prevent Him 
From Recovering Treasure 
and Escaping. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 2%.—CHfries 
Savage, a negro mafl robber who was 
released from the Kansas Federal Peni- 
tentiary in Leavenworth today, is being 
shadowed by three detectives in Kansas 
City. He will be kept under watch oon- 
stantly because somewhere is hidden 


$40,000 ef the 350,000 in currency he stole 
6 years ago from a registered mail 
pouch in Kansas City, and nobody - 
cept Savage knows where it is 

The Government detectives believe 

that Savage will soon make an attempt 
to uncover the money, and f he does 
they want to catch him at it and re 
cover the treasure. 
When Savage was released from the 
prison he was met at the door by his 
mother and a young woman to whom he 
was engaged before he was sent to 
prison. They came at once to Kansas 
City to see an uncle who is dying. Sav- 
age was at the home of the uncle to- 
night. 

“They needn’t watch me,” he said to- 
night. “I have served my bit in the 
penitentiary and I’m going to stay in 
Kansas City and go to work. If they 
think Im going to dig up $40,000 some- 
where they're mistaken. I wish I knew 
where there was $40,000 buried. I'd sure 
give those three detectives the slip and 
would be gone with that coin before the 
fly cops ever found out I was not here. 
The truth is I never stole money from 
the mails. I was wronfully convicted. 
They didn’t get the right man,” 

Explains Shower of Bills, 

*Ign’t it queer that $2000 in $20 gold 
certificates. of the same series as stolen 
from the mail sack were found blowing 
around in the wind near your mother’s 
home in South Leavenworth this 
spring?’ Savage was asked. 

“Yes, that’s queer. I don’t under- 
stand myself,” he answered. I read 
about that when I was in the pen and I 
figured it out that some person who 
lived in South Leavenworth had stolen 
that mail sack and hidden the money 
there, and the rain had washed away 
the dirt where it was buried, and the 
wind got at it and blew it away. There 
are a lot of negroes in South Leaven- 
worth who would steal $50,000 if they 
had a chance, and a lot of white folks 
that would do ft, too. Don't forget 
that.“ 

“And you did not steal it?’ 

„If I did I wouldn't be fool enough 
to hide it near my mother’s house, you 
can bet on that. No sir, the detectives 
are just wasting time watching me. 
They watched me for three months 
after the robbery, followed me all over 
the country, and they didn’t get any- 
thing on me. When they arrested me in 
Warrensburg I had 35 cents in my 
pocket. They put me away, that's true, 
but a bunch of fly cops can put any 
poor man away that they want to.” 

It was proved afterward that there 
were 35000 of those gold certificates in 
the registered pouch that was stolen 
while en route from a bank in Los An- 
geles to a bank in New York. 

This money was found in all directions 
from the cottage in which the mother 
of Savage lives. She is a washerwoman 
wh,» has put a new roof on her house 
and painted it and put in new concrete 
walks and furnished it anew since her 
son went to prison. 

Savage Was a Spender, 

The detectives who traced Savage's 
movements after the robbery found that 
he had spent $6000 in. New York, Bos- 
ton, Chicago and other cities. They 
figured that he had spent another $5000 
in his defense after his arrest. He 
brought a firm of criminal lawyers from 
San Francisco to defend him. 

There is no question among the au- 
thorities, however, that Savage did 
steal the mail pouch, containing $50,- 
000 in paper money, and that he was 
alone when he did it, and that he con- 
cealed part of the money in South 
Leavenworth, and that $2000 of that 
money, all in $20 gold certificates, was 
picked up in the streets of South Leav- 
enworth last spring. 

A reporter for a Kansas City news- 
paper saw several of these bills picked 
up in the gutters and in weed patches, 
and he saw nearly $1000 of it in the 
hands of persons who had found it 
and washed the mud from it, and each 
was a $20 gold-certificate, the sams 
year and series and gerial number and 
letter. 

What became of the other $40,000 Is a 
mystery which the detectives are now 
trying to‘eolve by watching Savage.

WHITEST MAN, SAYS FRIEND 


Owned Finest Dictionary Plates 
in America, Yet His Closest 
Companion Was Horse.

CHICAGO, IIL, July 
Henry Lee, who died June 30, leaving 
a fortune of $200,000 and no heirs, 
was part negro. Frederick C. Laird, 
of Spokane, Wash., Lee’s partner, on 
a visit to Chicago today, made that 
anriouncement and cleared away some 
of the mystery surrounding the book 
publisher, 

“Lee had nere blood in his veins,” 
said Laird. “That was what he tried 
so hard and so successfully to hide 
all his life. He never spoke of it to 
me, but I knew from his speech and 
his facial appearafce.” 

“From what I have been able to 
learn, he was the son of a slave 
woman before the Civil War and was 
valet to a Confederate General, who 
is said to have been Robert E. Lee. 
He found out the secret of his birth, I 
have always thought, and his whole 
life became one attempt to hide it. 
That was why he had no close friends, 
no heirs, and why he lived such @ 
lonely and bitter life. 

Closest Friend a Horse. 

“The women who were 
friends of his were white women and 
he may have had scruples against 
marrying them. He was the sort of 
man who would have wanted his chil- 
dren to know who their grandfather 
was. That's why he never married, 
I think. 

“Up to two years ago, his closest 
friend was a magnificent riding horse. 
He used to spend hours galloping 
through the West Side parks and 
seemed to find comfort in the asso- 
clation with the dumb animal Lee 
was one of the “whitest” men I ever 
knew. He was reticent on the discus- 
sion of races or antecedents. 

“He was an enigma to me He 
came, he saw, he conquered. That 
was all. And then he passed on. 
From a valet he had become the own- 
er of the finest 
plates in the world, and the editor 
of what was to be “the finest diction- 
ary in America.” That was his life's 
work. He would never make a will. 
He told me often that he had no 
relatives. : 

“Overcame Every Obstacle.” 

“The mixture of the bloods may be 
seen clearly in the sort of books 
that he published,” said James F. 
Bishop, public administrator, whe is 
settling the affairs of the estate. “On 
the one hand you find the highest 
type of dictionary, and on the other 
the yellow paper covered 
filled with gory tales of crime. 

“He became a great man, despite 
every obstacle put in his way. He 
had done what few others could do 
worked up from the lowest possible 
and yet we do not know who he was 
—merely what he was. And probably 
we never will know.” 

Meantime half a dosen Lee’s in 
every 12 in the City call up Bishop 
every day to see if it isn’t possible 
that the dead man was some unknown 
relative.

WILMINGTON, Del., July 26.—wWil- 
liam Henry Lee, the wealthy pub- 
lisher, who died in Chicago and whose 
relatives cannot de found, formerly 
was a resident of this city.

RAILROADS SIGN 
MEDIATION PACT 


Strike of 80,000 Men Formally 
Called Off After Railroads 
Withdraw Demands. 


By A lated Press, 
NEW YORK. July u The threatened 


strike of 80,000 condictors and trainmen 
of 45 Eastern railroads for higher wages 
and improved working conditions will 


not be called. Articles of agrement to 
arbitrate under the Newlands act tne 
questions at issue were signed today by 
the employes’ representatives and the 
Conference Commitee of railroad man- 
agers. : 

The agreement was not reached until 
the managers had withdrawn their pro- 
posal that their own grievances against 
the men should be arbitrated. This 
claim, the managers announced today, 
they had relinquished to protect the 
public” from a tleup which the employes 
intended to force if the railroads per- 
sisted in pressing their point. 

Today's peaceful putcome of the dis- 
pute was the result of efforts made for 
more than a week by the Board of 
Mediation and Conciliation to meet the 
situation. 

With the elimination of the eight 
greviances for which the railroads de- 
sired 
bitration comprise without alteration 
the sixteen original demands presented 
by the conductors and trainmen The 
only point gained by the railroads was 
a provision that the award of the board 
of arbitration, to be later constituted of 
six members, shall take effect Oct. 1 
next, instead of May 1 last, the date 
requested by the employes. « — 
The articles were signed on behalf of 
the men by A. E. Garretson, president 
of the Order of Railway Conductors, H. 
G. Lee, president of the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen, and for the rat 
roads by Elisha Lee, chairman of 
conference committee of railroad mam. 
gers. The members of the mediation 
board returned tonight to Washington, 
where they will report to President Wil- 
son. The board will not be called into 
action again unless the four arbitrators 
nominated by the railroads and the men 
fall to agree on a fifth and sixth to 
complete the arbitration board. In that 
contingency the mediation board will 
select the two necessary members.

PEKIN, July 26.—Volunteer American, 


British and other citizens are tonight 
guarding the approaches to the moun- 
tain town of Ku-Ling, where thousands 
ef foreigners, mostly American and 
‘British women and children, have taken 
refuge from the heat of the Chinese

The few American bluejackets on the 
heights are maintaining signal communi- 
cation with the U. S. Gunboat Helena, 
which is lying off the river port of Kiu 
Kiang.

WASHINGTON, July 26.—Two pros- 
pective Ambassadors and two Ministers 
were today acquitted of any suspicion 
that they have reflected on their sec- 
tion of the country, or traduced fellow 
citizens anywhere, After their speeches 
and writings had been inspected they 
were given a clean bill of health.

ANNUAL DEBATE IS

UNCLE SAMS ‘RIGS 


Request of Secretary of Labor 
For Three Autos Starts the 
Ball Rolling. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.— The requisi- 
tion of Secretary of Labor William B. 
Wilson for three automobiles, two for 
personal and one for departmental use,- 
has brought up the old subject of the 
use of Government conveyances for pri- 
vate ends. The demand for automo- 
biles by the Secretary of Labor is based 
on the ¢laim that it is just as cheap 
now to purchase, maintain and operate 
a motor car as it is a horse and wagon 
or buggy.“ 

The Government provides four or flve 
automobiles for the President, one for 
the Vice-President, one for the Speaker 
of the House and one for the Public 
Printer, and carriages and horses for 
the members of the Cabinet and their 
assistants, Cabinet members have two- 
horse carriages and their assistants sin- 
gle-horse coupes. 

The White House cars cost from $4500 
to 86000. Ex-Speaker Joseph G. Cannon 
rode in a large, handsome $6000 car, but 
Speaker Champ Clark has declined to 
use an automobile of any kind. Vice- 
President Thomas R. Marshall uses a 
Government machine. In addition to 
the touring cars at the White House, 
Uncle Sam provides an electric run- 
about for Mrs. Wilson and the Misses 
Wilson, | 

Every year, when the appropriation 
bill comes in, there is an extended de- 
bate over the “‘misuse” of the Govern- 
ment vehicles by army and navy offi- 
cers and others connected with the va- 

rious departments. It is annually 
charged’ that Government automobiles 
and horses and carriages and army 
mules are used for private calls. It is 
alleged that army officers and others 
attend socia) functions at the expense 
of the Government. Sometimes, when 
there is a dance at one of the big hotels, 
visitors from Fort Myer come over in 
a wagon behind army mules. Several 
years ago, in an effort to stop the pro- 
miscuous use of Government teams, Un- 
cle Sam had all of his_vehicles branded, 
but that did not prove\a success. The 


old practice continues. 


The wives of Cabinet members are en- 
titled to the use of Government teams 
for shopping or calling. With the team 
and carriages goes a liveried driver. 

The request of Mr. Wilson, coming as 
it does from the most modest depart- 
ment of the Government, has caused 
much comment.

MEN 10 INSPECT 
PACKING PLANTS 


Educator and Three Others Will 
Work in U. S. and Bureau Of- 
ficials in Other Lands. 


WASHINGTON, July 26—Meat pack- 
ing establishments under Federal su- 
pervision at Chicago, St. Louis, St. Paul, 
Milwaukee, Indianapolis and other cities 
are to be inspected for the Department 
of Agriculture by Dr. M. P. Ravenel of 
the University of California and three 
other experts. Dr. Ravenel is also con- 
nected with the Wisconsin State Univer- 
sity as an expert in bacteriology. 

Secretary Houston obtained the three 
other experts to inspect and report to 
him on plants in other cities. The Sec- 
retary is having the work done to obtain 
an opinion from men outside the Gov- 
ernment service as to conditions with 
which the meat inspection service nas 
to deal. Changes in the service may 
result from their reports. 

The men named for the work in the 
United States, aside from Ravenil, are 
Dr. W. T. Sedgwick, Dr. V. A. Moore 
and Dr. J. W. Connaway. Connaway 
will have supervision over the St. Louis 
division. 

Another reason for the appointment of 
the outside experts is that Secretary 
Houston wishes to compare conditions 
in the meat industry with those pre- 
vailing in Argentina, Australia and oth- 
er foreign countries, which soon may be 
shipping large quantities of beef here 
as a result of the placing of meat on the 
free list. Dr. A. D. Melvin, chief of the 
Bureau of Anima] Industry, sailed to- 
day from New York to study the meat 
industry in South America, and Dr. Ed- 
ward Joss of Portland, Ore., head of 
the Bureau’s laboratory there, is pre- 
paring to go to Australia and New Zea- 
land for similar purposes.

Emblems” at the Home 
of Jefferson. 


ASSAILS TWO _ BISHOPS 


er Book Is an Idol, Ritual 
a Mockery.

CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va., July 26. 


—The Rev. Charles Steele Davidson, 
who had trouble in 1900 with his 
vestry in the church of the Holy 


‘Apostles, Brooklyn, N. Y., where he 
was known as “The Little Minister,” 
and whose pastoral activities else- 
where won him repute for doing 
things out of the ordinary, has taken 
spectacular leave of the Episcopal 
ministry by burning his vestments 
and prayer book at the gate of Mon- 
ticello, the home of Jefferson. 

Davidson wrote out a statement 
for the newspapers, which he passed 
around today, renouneing the church 
as the “Haven of Aristocracy,” and 
proclaiming himself a preacher here- 
after “for all the people.” The state- 
ment contains charges against two 
Episcopal bishops in Virginia, and 
then proceeds with reasons for the 
burnt offering which was made yes- 
terday, apparently without witnesses. 

Davidson has lived in the vicinity 
of Monticello since last October, 
when he became assistant to the Rev. 
Dr. Harry B. Lee, rector of Christ 
Church, this city, and as such he 
had charge of the mission churches 
at Simeon, Edgehill, Buck Mountain 
and Sylvania Chapel until his resig- 
nation on July 1. 

Bitterly Arraigns Church for Rich. 

“IT charge that the Episcopal Church 
is the gentleman’s church in general 
and in Virginia in particular,” his 
written statement runs. “It js power- 
ful financially and socially, stupid in- 
tellectually and spiritually dead. It 
needs a change of heart, repentance, 
or utter obliteration. It favors the 
rich and the cultured, and has no 
vital interest in the poor and the 
common. It either segregates the 
poor in missions on the back streets, 
or relegates them in church to the 
back pews. 

“In Virginia the Episcopal Church 
is a mere relic of the old social fued- 
alism and stands for a dry-rotted 
conservatism that bars the progress 
of the Kingdom. Virginia, after her 
long depression, is aroused and is 
marching on, but the church is slow- 
ly retreating to the citadel of tradi- 
tion and materialism. It is taking up 
the matter of physical uncleanliness 
and is leaving vile the inner man. 
It is wasting time on eugenics and 
putting no time on eupsychics, It is 
contending with the ritualists about 
purity of worship, when it has lost 
the spirit of worship. 

“The Episcopal Church everywhere 
is shot through with materialism. 
Its overtures in the matter of unity 
are insidious and hypocritical Be- 
hina closed doors, it claims superior- 
ity to all protestantism, and contem- 
plates only an Episcopal merger. The 
leaders are misleading. The church 
is not divine on the side of its human 
imperfections. Today, in its conven- 
tional aspects, it does not know God. 

Burns “Empty Emblems.” 

“Here, therefore, on this Friday, 
the 15th day of July 1913 at the gate 
of Monticello, at the home of the 
Apostle of the People’s political free- 
dom, I burn the vestments of an im- 
potent priesthood—the empty em- 
blems of ecclesiasticism—the mock- 
eries of a royal priesthood, 

„Here I burn the Prayer book—the 
fetish of a false worship—the idol of 
the diluted word of God. 

“Here I renounce and, repudiate the 
ministry of the Episcopal Church, 
which I received from Bishop Ran- 
dolph—and all digital succession—and 
I retain the ministry which I received 
of the Lord Jesus, and which the 
church never gave and cannot take 
away. 

„Here, too, I proclaim the bible as 
the sufficient rule of faith and order, 
as ths sufficient guide book and 
prayer book for every one that is 
born of the spirit. And here, at the 
shrine of political and social freedom, 
I assert the religious identity of the 
American people—a spiritual democ- 
racy against a religious aristocracy. 

“Here I proclaim the day of the 
spiritual poor; and here I call upon 
Virginia, the mother of Presidents 
and the mother of Democracy, to take 
the lead in replacing the special privi- 
lege of a part of the church with the 
rights of all the church. We cannot 
be true to a part until we have first 
been true to the whole.” 

Gen. Grant Admired His Father. 

“tT am,” said Mr. Davidson, “the 
son of Captain Hunter Davidson. No 
better work for Virginia was done 
than my father’s torpedo service on 
the James. Gen. Grant recognized 
this when he sent him in 1870 to 
make investigations during the Fran- 
co-Prussian War. His home was in 
Fairfax County, Va.” 

Mr. Davidson, for five years, was 
rector of St. Mark's, Cleveland, O.,

The 
latter reprimanded him. Davidson de- 
fied the Bishop, and declared that his 
church was a house of God and there- 
fore open to all who cared to preach 
the gospel. 

Davidson attempted to issue a month- 


Interpreter was an iconoclastic sheet 
devoted to a study of the church and 
religion along lines of science. It op- 
posed some of the traditions of the Bi- 
ble. Only four or five issues were 
printed, and then the paper died for 
want of financial backing. 

The climax came in 196 when debts 
and financial troubles compelled Dav- 
idson to resign his pastorate. Ministers 
here say he was given an option of re- 
signing or being forced out. Every 
dollar he had and every dollar he could 
raise was devoted to his work of revo- 
lutionizing the church. Davidson is 
married, and has four children.’

A greater Clayton will be created, if 
a proposal to extend the limits of that 
municipality carries at an election to 
be held Aug. 6.

SHIPPERS HAVE RECEIPTS 


Claims Will Be in Onder a0 ann 
as Judge McPherson Issues 
Mandate. 


JEFFERSON CITY, July 26.—Per- 
sons who have refund claims against 
Missouri railroads, and who have 
anything to show for the claims, may 
be able to get their money in time 
to spend it again with the railroads 
in summer vacation tours, . 

So soon as Judge McPherson, in the 
Federal Court at Kansas City, en- 
ters the mandate of the United 
States Supreme Court upholding the 
2-cent fare and maximum freight 
rate laws, claims against the com- 
panies will be in order. Chairman 
Atkinson of the State Utilities Com- 
mission said that an official state- 
ment to the public on this matter 
would be issued soon. 

Very few of the passengers who, 
for five years, have been paying 2% 
and 3 cents a mile to travel on Mis- 
souri railroads have the receipts to 
show for it. Those who did demand 
and obtain the receipts can cash 
them in, it is believed, for the dif- 
ference between the fare which they 
paid and the fare which they would 
have paid at the legal 2-cent rate. 

With freight shippers the case is 
different. Receipts are always given 
for money paid for freight ship- 
ments, and it is a matter of general 
business to preserve such receipts, 

Atkinson believes the excess pas- 
senger and freight charges in the 
State since thé enactment of the 
laws have amounted to $10,000,000, 
but he is unable to figure what per 
cent of this will be claimed. 

The Missouri system of handling 
this matter differed from that of 
Arkansas and Oklahoma, where stubs 
showing the amount of fare paid, 
and promising a refund in case the 
2-cent law should be upheld, were 
attached to all tickets sold, 

It is understood that Missourt 
railroads entering Arkansas, chiefly 
the Iron Mountain, Frisco and Rock 
Island, have not set any time for 
paying Arkansas claims. The roads 
will refuse to cash any checks which 
have been bought by speculators, and 
may insist on affidavits from each 
claimant that he or she was the or- 
iginal purchaser.

S IMPOSED UPON 
HAROLD HENWOOD 


Judge Recommends Commuta- 
tion to Life Imprisonment 
Over Jury’s Verdict. 


Special te the Post-Dispatch. 
DENVER, Colo., July %—Harold F. 


Henwood was sentenced te die on the 
poaffold the week of Nov. 1 for the 
killing of George . Copeland in the 
barroom of the Brown Palace Hotel on 
the night of May B. 1911, when Syives- 
ter (Tony) Von Phul also was fatally 
wounded by kenwood in an altercation 
over Mrs. John W. Springer of Denver. 
Henwood’s plea was rejected. 

In pronouncing sentence, Judge 
Charles C. Butler declared he was car- 
rying out the verdict of the jury, but 
considered the penalty excessive. The 
Judge recommended that Gov. Am- 
mons commute the * ee to life im- 
prisonment. 

Before sentence was pronounced, Hen- 
wood, in a @ramatic statement, pro- 
tested his innocence, and made & pa 
thetic appeal. Almost breaking down 
under the strain, and leaning for sup- 
port against a chair, he said: 

“As God is my judge, I did not enter 
that barroom that night with murder 
in my heart. That I did shoot, Your 
Honor, was because I felt my own 
life was in danger. I was confident 
then, and am now, that Von Phul car- 
ried a gun, that he would kill me if I 
did not protect myself, and that the 
gun was taken from his pocket later. 

“If the paying of the penalty you are 
about to impose would restore the lives 
of Copeland and Von Phul, I would 
not hesitate to give up my own life. 

“But the verdict of the jury was un- 
just, Your Honor, because I am inno- 
cent of the charge.” 

Sixty days were allowed dy the 
Court for filing a din of exceptions, and 
this prevents Henwood from going im- 
mediately to a death cell at Canon City. 

The Court allowed Henwood to take 
the pauper’s oath, taxing costs of ap- 
peal against the State. 

Henwood admitted he had inherited 
$40,000 from his father’s estate when he 
reached age of majority, but he said 
this had been lost in speculations, ex- 
cept $6000 which he set aside for his 
daughter at the time of her birth.

A 10,000-MILE TEST 


A five-passenger National car has 
just completed a remarkable tour of 
more than 10,000 miles for the pur- 
pose of testing tires. While the test, 
observed and recorded by the test- 
ing laboratory officials of the Auto- 
mobile Club of America, was prima- 
rily for tires, it is also an unusual 
demonstration for the National car.

LITTLE CAR SQUEAKS 
MAY COME FROM SPRINGS 


“We have all heard annoying little 
squeaks from an automobile as it goes 
over a. bump in the road or over a 
crosswalk,” says Jos. A. Schlecht of 
the Mound City Buggy Co., the Jack- 
son representative here; “and more 
often than not these noises are due to 
unlubricated springs. As the springs 
act under the impact of a bump, the 
leaves naturally rub against each 
other; and just as naturally they 
squeak if there is no lubricant be- 
tween the leaves. 

“To oil the springs requires a little 
work, but the fleaves need the oil and 
the elimination of squeaking noises 
is worth the work. The car must be 
jacked up to take the weight of the 
body off the springs. Not more than 
one spring should be jacked up at the 
same time. If there is a little clip to 
hold the leaves together remove it. 
Then the leaves can be pried apart 
with a screwdriver or a small tool 
especially for this purpose, 
They can be oiled, one by one, with 
an ordinary oil can, but a better plan 
is to work graphite or grease be- 
tween the leaves with a knife blade. 
The graphite or grease should be 
fairly stiff, so that the springs will 
be iubricated for a longer time. Or- 
dinarily twice a year is sufficient, if 
the proper grade of graphite or 
grease is used.”

Leading Hens at Mountain 
Grove Near Record of Lady 
Showyou Last Year. 


At least three American hens and 
three British hens are in a close race to 
be the first to reach the 200-egg mark 
in the first eight months of the Nat- 
ional Egg Laying Contest at Mountain 
Grove, Mo. An American hen only has 
ten eggs to lay in 15 days to make a 
record of 200 eggs in eight months. All 
these hens have made a better record so 
far than Lady Showyou had made at 
this time last year. The leading pen re- 
cord thus far this year is about 200 eggs 
ahead of the leading pen record at this 
time last year. The English pen of S. C. 
White Leghorns is 259 eggs in the lead 
of its nearest competitor. Two of the 
hens in this pen did not lay an egg in 
June, and if this continues, some of the 
Other pens may yet easily overtake 
them. 

June was a scorcher in Missouri. Sev- 
eral deaths were reported in different 
sections of the state as a result of the 
heat. It was, of course, also hard on the 
hens. We had 133 broody contest hens 
it, broody coops at one time this month. 
83 were put up one day and 2 another, 
and such a large per cent being broody 
at once cut down our egg yield for 
June. Other contests which had nearly 
bh per cent of their pens composed of 


- .Yeghorns, had less broody hens of course 


end made a little higher average for 


June than we did. Our total yield for 


June was 10,411 eggs, and the grand 
ictal to date is 70,386 eggs. The Leg- 
horns in the North American Contest 
at Storrs, Conn., had made about the 
same average up to June 1. as had the 
Leghorns in the Missouri Contest. The 
larger breeds in Missouri had made a 
little higher averages than the same 
breeds in Connecticut as a rule. At the 
present time the rcords are very nearly 
the same on an average.

This popular variety of the Orpington 
family originated in 1889 in the village 
efter which it was named in England, 
by crossing white leghorn cocks to black 
Hamburg pullets and the female.progeny 
from this mating to white Dorking cocks 
and after eight years of careful breeding 
they were brought out to the public ig 
1889. 


Comparing the white Orpington of to- 


day with the one of 1889 changes of bene- 
fit to the breed can be readily observed 
At that time they were lighter in build 


and not so long in the legs as is claimed 
by some breeders. 

Most of the change has come in a 
much broader back, chest more full and 
rounded and heavier bone. They are 
large and stately and have long, round, 
deep bodies, with a shank of pinkish 
white. The heavy hackle and saddle 
feathers on the male give the back a 
shorter appearance than the back of the 
female. The standard weight of adult 
males is 10 pounds, cockerels eight and 
one-half pounds, hens, eight pounds, pul- 
lets seven pounds. They are good lay- 
ers, very hardy as youngsters and ma- 
ture rapidly, which is a very important 
feature in a utility bird. 

The White Orpington as bred in Amer- 
ica is the same as those bred in En- 
gland, they breed very true to color; 
only a small percentage of the females 
may come with a slight blue tinge on 
their shanks; which is from the Ham- 
burg, blood, and it is rarely one ever 
comés with yellow legs. 

They not only come into laying with 
the best of egg-laying breeds, but keep 
it up In any kind of cold, snowy, cough 


‘weather, at which times most of fow!s 


take a lay-off. As to the hatching qual- 
ity of their eggs, they equal the ex- 
tremely high fertility usually accorde 
the Leghorns; and as to their sturdi- 


The chief 
advantage of the White Orpington for 
show purposes is that it is a new breed, 
consequently the beginner is not com- 
pelled to compete with old breeders, 
who have been showing for many years. 
Good qualities of the White Orpington 
are very numerous, and they have many 
points of value that will merit special 
consideration. These are egg laying 
ability, symmetrical shape and valuable 
white plumage, which are essential for 
success as a utility breed, and the chief 
cause of the Orpington popularity. There 
is the greatest demand today for Or- 
pingtons that any breed of fowls ever 
enjoyed, which is the best evidence of 
their commercial worth, and this de- 
mand will continue as the breed im- 
proves, to maintain the type of this 
breed great care is taken in the selec- 
tion of breeding specimens, the female 
should be very long in the keel with a 
good depth from back to hock, be par- 
ticularly careful as to length of keel, 
also full and well developed breast, not 
to much fluff, avoid the Cochin type in 
this section, get head points as near 
the Standard as can be secured. This 
female should be mated to a male as 
white as you can get, with a deep body 
and broad shoulders, and full breast 
and of large size that is characteristic 
of the Orpington; the tail of the Or- 
pington should be higher than a Plym- 
outh Rock or a Rhode Island Red, Let 
the length of the male be in the body 
and in the keel, and let the size be 11

POULTRY 
PROBLEMS SOLVED 


Black Head, 

Please give me the cause rémcu, 
prevention for blackhead, a disease of 
the intestines and liver in turkeys—Alton 
reader. 

Blackhead is caused by a parasite 
which is taken into the digestive sys- 
tem with the food or drink. It attacks 
the mucous membrane of the caeca and 
brings on intense inflammation. The 
micro-parasites find their way from the 
diseased caeca into the liver, which 
brings the disease under the head of 
liver trouble. 

Any of the advertised tonics in the 
water or food is a good preventive. Ep- 
som salts in the water are used fre- 
qitently. Constant disinfection is also 
a good preventive, as the germs are 
thrown off the bowels and the danger 
from this is very great. Blackhead is 
one of the most fatal poultry diseases 
to attack the flock (usually turkeys), 
and there is no cure after the disease 
is once established. 

Construction of Breeding Pen. 

How should a breeding pen for six fe- 
males and a male be built? What shall 
I sow on a half acre for my chickens? 
How many birds can I keep on a half 
acre of land? Are white Plymouth 
Rocks good layers?

Limberneck. 

I notice some of my birds staggering 
around twisting their heads in all sorts 
of shapes. Three of them died within two 
days after I noticed it. Can you tell what 
it the matter with them? C. A. H.

Your birds have the limberneck, which 
is caused by them eating some filth. 
Posisbly they have been eating the de- 
cayed carcass of some kind of. Isolate 
the infected birds. Look your premises 
over carefully for the decayed carcass 
and bury or burn it when you 
find it. Give the infected birds 
a purgative of epsom salts, 8 
or 60 grains, or three teaspoons of 
castor oil to the fowl. This will often 
cure them in three or four days and 
im case they are not better in that time 
it is advisable to kill them and burn the 
carcasses. In any event, keep a sharp 
lookout for putrid meat, which should 
be removed from the reach of your 
birds. Do not allow a dead carcass to 
remain on your premises,

Dr. Joseph Kossuth Dixon of Philadelphia is in 
personal charge. With a corps of competent as- 
sistants, Dr. Dixon began his around-the-country 
tour June 9. He expects to keep at it until Dec. 5, 
by which time every Indian in the United States 
is to be given an opportunity to hear the Presi- 
dent’s “canned” voice at great peace and a eg 
ism powwows. yi 

Contrary to common belief, Indians are not con- 
fined to the West. There are tribes or remnants 
of tribes in every state. New England is the 
home of many red men. The title of James Feni- 
more Cooper’s novel, “The Last of the Mohicans,” 
is misleading, since Connecticut ‘still has Mo- 
hican Indians, though they wear paleface clothes 
and sometimes are elected town selectment or 
State legislators. Up-State New York has thriv- 
ing tribes, Some of the Seminoles still inhabit 
Florida. 
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The expedition began its work among the 
Apaches, Arapahoes, Osages, Kaws, Pawnees, 
Sacs and Foxes, in Oklahoma, Kansas and New 
Mexico. Thousands of Indian men with. their 
families were invited to the gatherings, where 
they heard with awe-the voice of the Great, White 
Brother. 

The ritual used in the ceremonies is the same 
that was employed on Washington’s birthday this 
year when President Taft officially inaugurated 
the national memorial to the North American In- 
dians at Fort Wadsworth, in New York harbor. 
Rodman Wanamaker, son of the Philadelphia and 
New York merchant and former Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, John Wanamaker, originated both the idea 
of the memorial and that of sending a deputation 
to all the tribes to emphasize their responsibility 
to the nation and arouse their patriotism. 

The Pueblo Indians in the vicinity of Albuquer- 
que, N. M., who live in adobe villages and hold 
their lands under Spanish grants that. were old 
when the site of St. Louis was a hilly forest, 
peopled only by roving aborigines, were visited 
next. The Pueblo reservation at Santa Fe then 
entertained. the expedition. Dr. Dixon and his 
associates were just as visibly interested in the 
picturesque costumes of the Pueblos and in their 
mud-made cities with ladders leading to the rcof 
entrances as were the Indians themselves in the 
big phonograph talk and tue rest of the ceremony. 

From Santa Fe the expedition skirted the south- 
ern frontier and will proceed up the Pacific coast 
states to the far Northwest, turning eastward 
just below the Canadian border and striking 
southward to the eastern line of Kansas. In. the 
extreme southwestern corner of Missouri are sume 
Seneca Indiens who will be visited. The home- 
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ward itinerary 
next fall will in- 
clude the north- 
eastern states and 
the tribes of 
Eastern New 
York and will end 
at Philadelphia. 

The Wana- 
maker expedition 
expects to give 
the red men of 
89 reservations 
the benefit of its 
felicitations. The 
declaration of al- 
legiance is ex- 
pected from each 
of the 160 tribes. 
To each tribe Dr. Dix@n will present a large 
American flag of silk. 

F. H. Abbott, the acting Commissioner of In- 
dian Affairs, has directed each of the reservations 
to give Dr, Dixon all the assistance possible. In- 
terpreters are to translate the words of the Pres- 
ident so that each tribe may hear them in its own 
language: The itinerary of the expedition was 
made out minutely before starting, even to the 
trains to be taken, the date for each powwow and 
the arrangements for the party’s entertainment. 

When the party returns to Philadelphia it will 
have traveled 22,042 miles. -Of this distance 19,420 
miles will be traveled by rail, 2298 by stage and 
315. by water. Members of the expedition will be- 
come the nation’s leading experts in actual knowl- 
edge of Indians and their customs and costumes.

Two years ago David H. Moffat needed more 
money to push his road westward. He went to 
New York to raise funds. There, among strang- 
ers, he died. Later the road went into bank- 
ruptcy. Now it has been reorran‘zed and its af- 
fairs readjusted by Newman Erb, who in time past 
has put other railroads in financial stress upon 
their feet, so to speak. Realizing that the Mof- 
fat road could not be made a paying proposition 
until a tunnel was driven through the main range 
of the Rockies, from Tolland, on the east side of 
the Divide, to a point near Arrow, on the west 
side, Erb proposed that Denver should bond 
itself for the greater part of the cost of the tun- 
nel's construction. This tunnel, it should be re- 
membered, was part of Moffat’s original plan. 

Erb’s proposition was that the city of Denver 
should own all of the mineral and water rights 
acquired through the creation of the big tunnel 
and that otber railroads should have the privi- 
lege of using the bore; so that the transconti- 
nental route might be shortened several hours 
on all lines touching Denver. The tunnel com- 
mission was provided at the Denver city election 
May 20, by a vote of more than two to one. 
Denver believes in Moffat’s dream and is not 
worrying about Wall street.

} “The House of Thane” is a tremendous love 
Story, with dramatic situations enough to thread 
rough halt a dozen novels of the thinly emo- 
tional type. John Thane is a young financter, 
born and red in the mining country in the

foothills of the Ozarks—St. Francois Cqunty, prob- 
ably. He comes to St. Louis determined to give 
orders instead of taking them—in other we. 
te get rich. He prospers. He marries a bem ti- 
ful woman of an old but not wealthy St. Louis 
family. She marries him for his money, for the 
place and power in society which it will give her. 
When, two years later, Thane’s fortune is wiped 
out, he discovers the truth of what he has sus- 
pected for a year, that his wife has no real love 
for him. 

There is a separation, after Thane upbraids 
his wife because she has refuséd to bear him chil- 
dren. He has set his heart upon having a son. 
He goes to California and recuperates his for- 
tunes in the oil fields. A few months later his 
wife appears there. She gives birth to a son. 
There is a patched-up reunion on account of the 
child, for the sake of appearance, but no real 
reconciliation. Though still man and wife, they 
live apart. 

Thane’s life is devoted to the boy. His heart 
and soul center in the lad. He returns to St. 
Louis and builds a magnificent house in Cumber- 
land place, near Forest Park—probably Portland 
place—where Mrs. Thane is installed with the 
boy. Thane has separate apartments there. Much 
of the time he spends, secretly, with a beautiful 
Irish gir] rescued in childhood through a series 
of dramatic circumstances from the slums of 
North St. Louis. He has installed her in one of 
the old-fashiohed houses fronting Lafayette Park. 

When the boy is six years old Thane. discov- 
ers that his wift tricked him oven in parenthood. 
The boy’s father is Justin St. Claire, a fellow- 
financier whose own wife was in an asylum for 
the insane. Mrs. Thane had been in love with 
St. Claire before her marriage. 

Thane drives his wife, with her son, out of the 
splendid home. He urges her to get a divorce. 
The blow as to the boy’s origin is staggering 
to Thane, but it sets him to moralizing. The 
upshot is that he resolves to marry, when he is 
free, Mary Killigrew, whom he calls “Polly,” the 
girl living in the Lafayette Park house at his 


expense. She loves him devotedly. 

The story ends with Mary’s death in the stone 
tower room at River Castle, Thane attending her 
to the last. Thane has bought the castle and 
estate and has intended making it his future 
home with Mary as his wife. 

There are sordid things in the book. As a 
whole it is a piece of daring realism, and the 
ciscovery of the moral lessons it contains is left 
to the intelligence of the reader, for there are 
uo preachments. 

While Thane, St. Claire and Mrs. Thane are 
tiding downtown in St. Claire’s automobile, 
Mary Killigrew, a starved tenement child of 15, 
is run over by the machine. St. Claire and Thane 
take her to St. Luke’s Hospital, though Mrs. 
Thane cries to St. Claire, “Go on! Nobody saw!” 

While St. Claire and Thane are in the wäiting 
room. of St. Luke’s, the splendid new and modern 
hospital building at Delmar boulevard and Belt 
avenue, they do some pessimistic moralizing: 

“The smell of ether and disinfectants hung in 
the air, weighted by the odor of iodoform. 

“I have never waited for a verdict in a hos- 
pital before—that is a hospital for mending the 
body,’ St. Claire remarked.

Multiply that number of 
bodies by the number of body-mending estab- 
lishments in this city, and that again by all the 
institutions in this country,"—he paused to listen

hospitals—why, the world suddenly looks like a 
torture chamber! I’m on the governing boards 
of half a dozen institutions, and I sometimes ask 
myself if I am not in reality an inquisitor, and 
not a benefactor. * * ® 

“Thane shrugged. “We began by mortifying the 
flesh to purify the spirit Now we exalt the flesh 
for fear of destr~ying some atom of spirit. To 
my mind the first method wasn't good sense— 
it wasn't hygienic. The present method’s not 
good sense either—or for the betterment of 
posterity. The first was just fanatic folly, and 
the modern development is something worse than 
sickening sentimentality—it’s just humanitarian- 
ism run mad. I wish the world would wipe out 
all its inefficients, and start with clean blood. 
I've always wanted to “urnish my quota to the 
world's replenishing. I’ve seen life in the raw. 
I've been through plenty of accidents. That 
wasn't the first stretcher I’ve carried; but I've 
never had a day’s illness in my life. What's my 
big, strong body for, if not to beget my kind?“ 

After leaving the hospital Mary has been sent 
by St. Claire to the dairy farm on River Castle 
estate to recuperate and learn housekeeping. St. 
Claire then forgets all about her.

While the disposition of the injured waif is 
under consideration, River Castle first comes into 
notice in the book. St. Claire points to a paint- 
ing that hung above his desk: 

“There—That’s River Castle-—-I don’t know 
if you know it? I spent a part of my boyhood, 
there. It is down river, one of the oldest houses 
on the Missouri shore. * * * The man who 
owns it now has tired of it, and the house is 
dismantled and closed.” 

Then Thane inspects the painting. St. Claire 
tells him it is one of Mendall’s paintings. The 
author had in mind here, undoubtedly, one of 
the River Castle paintings of Frederick O. Syl- 
vester of St. Louis, the noted painter-poet of the 
Mississippi. Mr. Slyvester once spent a fortnight 
in the tower room of Mr. Kavanaugh’s riverside 
home. He painted many pictures from that out- 
look. Says the book: 


‘‘River Castle, front view. 


Two years later, after the discovery of the 
paternity of his wife’s son, Thane again visits 
River Castle, this time because Mary, who has 
been living in the South St. Louis house he pro- 
vided for her, flees to the place and takes refuge 
with the dairy farmer’s wife in the tenant house. 
She leaves him because she thinks he will be 
happier if married to a strong and beautiful 
woman in his circle whom, she knows, he ad- 
mires. Thane follows her, however, determined 
to try to right whatever wrong he has done her, 
and, primarily, no doubt, because he really loves 
her. 

“The warmth of a very still, close afternoon 
enveloped them as they went down the path to 
the wagon road that beyond the cow sheds crossed 
a small creek and wound beneath the steep slope 
that was topped by. River Castle. Just as on 
the riverward aide, there was a long flight of 
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St. Megis Apartments. 


„Thane knew nothing whatever about art, but 
he was capable of realizing that Carl Mendall 
had done a bird’s-eye view of the river and line 
of river bluffs exceedingly well. He had given 
adequate expression to the silent immensity of 
the Mississippi, the wide, seaward sweep of the 
fiver, guarded by its line of wooded bluffs on the 
Missouri side, and in the faint distance the low 
swell of the Illinois shore.

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For instance, when I was Police Commissioner 
we appointed some 2000 policemen at a time. It 
was utterly impossible for the Commissioners 
each to examine personally the 6009 or 8000 ap- 
plicants. Therefore they had to be appointed 
either on the recommendation of outsiders or 
else by written competitive examination. The

A request for a statement as to the life of 


Abraham Lincoln elicited, among other less start- 
ling pieces of information, the fact that many of 
the applicants thought that he was a general in 
the Civil War; several thought that he was Pres- 
ident of the Confederate States; 
he had been assassinated by Jefferson Davis, one 
by Thomas Jefferson, one by Garfield, several by 
Guiteau, and one by Ballington Booth—the last 


‘representing a memory of the fact that he had 


been shot. by a man named Booth, to whose sur- 
name the writer added the name with which he 
was most*familiar in connection therewith. 

A request to name five of the states that seceded 
in 1861 received answers that included almost 
every state in the Union. It happened to be at 
the time of the silver agitation in the West, and 
the Rocky Mountain States accordingly figured 
in a large percentage of the answers. 

Some of the men thought that Chicago was on 
the Pacific Ocean. Others, in answer to a query 
as to who was the head of the United States Gov- 
ernment, wavered between myself and Recorder 
Goff; one brilliant genius, for inscrutable rea- 
sons, placed the leadership in the New York Fire 
Department. 

Now, of course, some of the men who answeréd 
these questions wrong were nevertheless quite 
capable of making good policemen; but it is fair 
to assume that on the average the candidate who 
has a rudimentary knowledge of the government, 
geography and history of his country is a little 
better fitted, in point of. intelligence, to be a 
policeman than the one who has not. 

Therefore I felt convinced; after full experi- 
ence, that as regards very large classes of pub- 
lic servants by far the best way to choose the 


men for appointment was by means of written 


competitive examination. But I absolutely split 
off from the bulk of my professional Civil Service 
Reform friends when they advocated written 
competitive competitions for promotion. 

In the Police Department I found these exam- 
inations a serious handicap in the way of getting 
the best men-promoted, and never in any office 
did I find that the written competitive promotion 
examination did any good. 

The reason for 2 written competitive entrance 
examination is that it is impossible for the head

We held a rigid physical and moral pass ex- 
amination, and then, among those who passed, 


we held a written competitive examination, re- 


quiring only the knowledge that any good pri- 
mary common school education would meet— 
that is, a test of ordinary intelligence and simple 
mental training. | 
Occasionally a man who would have been a 
good officer failed, and occasionally a man who 


turned out to be a bad officer passed; but, as a 


rule, the men with intelligence sufficient to en- 
able them to answer the questions were of a type 
very distinctly above that of those who failed. 
The answers returned to some of the questions 
gave an illuminating idea of the intelligence of 
those answering them. For instance, one of our 
questions in a given examination was a request 
to mame five of the New England States. One 
—" obviously of foreign birth, ee 
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of the office, or the candidate’s prospective im- 
mediate superior, himself to know the average 
candidate or to test his ability. But when once 
in office the best way to test any man’s ability 
is by long experience in seeing him actually at 
work. His promotion should depend ypon the 
judgment formed of him by his superiors. 

So much for the objections to the examinations. 
Now for the objections to the men Who advocated 
the reform. AS a rule these men were high- 
minded and disinterested. Certain of them, men 
like the leaders in the Maryland and Indiana 
Reform Asscciations, for instance, Messrs, Bona- 
parte and Rose, Koulke and Swift, added com- 
mon sense, broad sympathy and practical effi- 
ciency to their high-mindedness. 

But tn New York, Philadelphia and Boston 
there really was a certain mental and moral 
thinness among very many of the leaders in the 
Civil Service Reform movement. It was this 
quality which made them so profoundly: anti-

The Civil Service Reform movement was one 
from above downwards, and the men who took 
the lead in it were not men who as a rule pos- 


three thought 


sessed a very profound sympathy with 
or understanding of the ways of 
thought and life of their average fel- 
low-citizen. 

They were not men who themselves 
desired to be letter carriers or clerks 
or policemen, or to have their friends : 
appointed to these positions. Having no temp- 
tution themselves in this direction they were 
eagerly anxious to prevent other people get- 
ting such appointments as a ‘reward for 
political services. In this they were quite 
right. It would be impossible to run any big 
public office to advantage save along the lines of 
the strictest application of Civil Service Reform 
principles; and the system should be extended 
throughout our governmental service far more 
widely than is now the case. 

But there are other and more vital reforms 
than this. Too many Civil Service Reformers, 
when the trial came, proved tepidly indilerent 
or actively hostile to reforms that Were of pro- 
found and far-reaching social and industrial con- 
sequence. Many of them were at best lukewarm 
about movements for the improvement of the 
conditions of toil and life among men and women 
who labor under hard surroundings, and were 
Lositively hostile to movements which curbed the 
power of the great corporation magnates and 
‘trected into useful instead of pernicious chan- 

els the activities of the great corporation law- 
ers who advanced them. 

Most of the newspapers which regarded them- 

‘ves as the special champions of Civil Service 

eform and as the highest exponents of civic 

rtue, and which distrusted the average citizen 
nd shuddered over the “coarseness” of the pro- 
"ossional politicians, were, nevertheless, given to 
ices even more contemptible than, although not 
0 gross as, those they denounced and derided. 

Their editors were refined men of cultivated 
_astes, whose pet temptations were backbiting, 
nean slander, and the snobbish worship of any- 
hing clothed in wealth and the outward appear- 
ances of conventional respectability.

They were not robust or powerful men; they 
felt ill at ease in the company of rough, strong 
nen; often they had in them a vein of physical 
timidity. They avenged themselves to themselves 
kor an uneasy subconsciousness of their own

„leasantly upholstered—seclusion, and sneering

comfortable. 
Sometimes these were bad men, who made them 


feel uncomfortable by the exhibition of coarse 
and repellent vice; 
men of high character, who held ideals of cour- 
age and of service to others, and who locked 
Jown and warred against the ‘shortcomings of 
wollen wealth, and the effortless, easy lives of 
hose whose horizon is bounded by a sheltered 
nd timid respectability. 

These newspapers, owned and edited by these 

zen, although free from the repulsive vulgarity 

f the yellow press, were susceptible to fhfluence 

y the privileged interests, and were almost or 

uite as hostile to manliness as they were to un 

fined vice—and were much more hostile to it 
‘han to the typical BARGE MA Kei oss of wealth and 

~cfinement. 
They favored Civil Service Reform; they fa- 
ored copyright laws, and the removal of the 
ariff on werks of art; they favored all the prop- 
r (and In more strongly all the im ,-oper) 
noveme s. for international peace and arbitra- 
ion; in short, they favored all good, and many 
soody-goody measures so long as they did not 
‘ut deep at social wrong or make demands on 
national and individual virility. 

They opposed, or were lukewarm about, ef- 
forts to build up the army and the navy, for they 
were not sensitive concerning national, honor;

But many of them 
nromptly abandoned the field of effort for de 
ren-y when the battle took the form, not of a 
fight against the petty grafting of small bosses 
and small politicians—a vitally necessary battle, 
be it remembered—but of a fight against the 
great intrenched powers of privilige, a fight to 
secure justice through the law for ordinary men 
and women, instead of leaving them to suffer 
cruel injustice either because the law failed to 
protect them or because it was twisted from its 
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and sometimes they were

legitimate purposes into a means for oppressing 
them, 

There is often much good in the type of boss, 
especially common in big cities, who fulfills to 
wards the people of his district in rough and 
ready fashion the positien of friend and pro- 
tector. 

He uses his influence to get jobs for young 
men who need them. He goes into court for a 
wild young fellow who has gotten into trouble 
He helps out with cash or credit the widow who 
is in straits, or the breadwinner who is crippled 
or for some other cause temporarily out of work 
He organizes clambakes and chowder parties 
and picnics, and is consulted by the local labor 
leaders when a cut in wages is threatened. 

For some of his constituents he does proper 
favors, and for others wholly improper favors; 
but he preserves hüman relations with all. He 
may be a very bad and very corrupt man, a man 
whose action in blackmailing and protecting 


vice is of far-reaching damage to his constituents. 


But these constituents are for the most part men 
and women who struggle hard against poverty 
and with whom the problem of living is very 
real and very close, 

They would prefer clean and honest govern- 
ment, if this clean and honest government is 
accompanied by human sympathy, human under- 
standing. But an appeal ‘made to them for vir- 
tue in the abstract, an appeal made by good men 
who do not really understand their needs, will 
often pass quite unheeded, if on the other side 
stands the boss, the friend and benefactor, who 
may have been guilty of much wrong-doing in 
things that they are hardly aware concern them, 
but who appeals to them, not only for the sake 
of favors to come, but in the name of gratitude 
and loyalty, and above all of understanding and 
fellow-feeling. 

„They have à feeling of clan-loyalty to him; his 

and their relations may be substantially those 
which are right and proper among primitive peo 
ple still in the clan stage of moral development 
The successful fight against this type of vicious 
boss, and the type of vicious politics which pro- 
duces it, can be made only by men who have 
a genuine fellow-feeling for and understanding 
of the people for and with whom they are to 
work, and who in practical fashion seek thetr 
social and industrial benefit. 

There are communities of poor men, whose 
lives are hard, in which the boss, though he 
would.be out of place in a more advanced com- 
munity, if fundamentally an honest man, meets 
a real need which would otherwise not be met. 
Because of his limitations in other than purely 
local matters it may be our duty to fight such 
a boss; but it may also be our duty to recognize, 
within his limitations, both his sincerity and his 
usefulness. 

Yet again even the boss who really ig evil, 
like the business man who really is evil, may 
on certain points be sound, and be doing good 
work. It may be the highest duty of the patriotic 
public servant to work with the big boss 
the big business man on these =e" a= mie Te

The Dowager Lady Tichborne accepted him as 
her son, but after a long trial the courts pro- 
nounced him an imposter and imprisoned him as 
a perjurer and forger. He served 10 years of a 
sentence of 14 years, was released as a ticket-of- 
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his belongings just as he. left them — clothing. 
books, typewriter and the usual souvenirs collected 
by a young collegian. 

O’Brien, it was understood, had fallen heir to 
$1,200,000 from his grandmother. He had told 
Robinson a mysterious tale to the effect that 
somebody was trying to prevent him from get- 
ting the fortune. This story, coupled with his 


‘mysterious disappearance, caused a widespread 


search to be made for him. His classmates feared 
that he had been kidnaped by the person or per- 
sons who were trying to get control of the prop- 
erty and that he was held somewhere as a pris- 
oner. . : 
For two years the search went on, but absolute- 
ly ‘nothing was heard of or from John O’Brien. 
Then, not long ago, Robinson found at his Broad- 
way office a letter from O’Brien, without post- 
mark, but mailed in New Yort, inclosed in an 
envelope addressed in another hand. The letter 
inclosed a money order to pay for Robinson’s 
suitcase and dress suit. O’Brien explained that 
he had but-just learned that the borrowed articles 
had not been returned; he had arranged for their 


return, he wrote, but had discovered that the 


arrangement had miscarried. 

This message proved that O’Brien still was 
alive, but gave no ‘clew to his whereabouts. 
O' Brien's friends, however, took a renewed in- 
terest in his fate. When the Columbia class of 
1910 met in reunion the disappearance of O’Brien 
and the message to Robinson were topics of talk. 
Various men had theories to account for the mys- 
tery, but none could offer a satisfactory explana- 
tion. Where was John O’Brien? That was the 
puzzling question. 

Early in July that question was solved. A news- 
paper reporter at Van Buren, Ark., who had been 
reading the stories about the search for O’Brien, 
knew a young man, division engineer on the rail- 
road, by that name. Hé compared notes and be- 
came convinced that this was the missing Co- 
lumbia student. O’Brien admitted it when pressed, 
but sald he was sorry he had been discovered. 
When cornered by curious inquisitors the young 
man— de is 26 now—gave as a partial explanation 
of his disappearance this statement:
